Curlou* C«*)t) of tfuperatltion, 


A widow lady in Paris, aged about sixty 


three, who lodged on a two pairs of Blairs 
floor in tbe Rue de la F«rrouiere, with oalj 
a maid servant, was accustomed to spenc 
several hours every day before the altar 
dedicated to St. Paul, in a neighboring 
church. Some villains, observing her ex 
treme weakness, resolved, as aba waj 
known to be very rich, to share her wealth, 
Ona of them accordingly took the opportu- 
nity to conceal himself behind the carved 
work of the altar, and when no person but 
the old lady was there, in the dusk of the 
evening, he contrived to throw a letter 
right before her.

The 


infatuated lady believed the whole; and 
rose from her kneess in transport, to pre- 
pare an entertainment for her heavenly 
guests. 


The supper being bespoke, and the side- 


board set out to the best advautage, she 
thought that her own plate, worth about 
£400, did not make so elegant an appear- 
•.race as might be wished; and therefore 
sent to her brother, a counselor in the Par- 
liament of Paris, to borrow all bis plate. 
The maid, however, was charged not to 
disclose the occasion, but only to say that 
she had company for supper, and would be 
obliged to him if he would lend his plate 
for the evening. The counselor, surprised 
at the application, well knew his sister's 
frugal life, began to suspect that aha was 
enamored of some fortune hunter, who 
might marry her, and thus deprive his fami- 
ly of what he expected at his sister's death.

The divine visitors 
were astonished at this, not expecting any 
more Saints to join them j but the lady, 
overjoyed At having so great an apostle with 
her, ran to the door, when the commissary, 
her brother, and the police guards rushed 
in, presented their muskets, seized her 
guests, and conducted them to prison. 


On searching the criminals, two cords, a

tion by assuming to themselves the names, 
characters and appearances of a holy apos- 
tle and blessed aogel, with an intent to de- 
ceive a pious and well meaning woman, and 
to the scandal of religion. They were ac- 
cordingly publicly condemned to be whip- 
ped, burnt on the shoulder with a red hot 
iron, and sent to the galleys for fourteen 
years—a sentence which was in a few days 
faithfully put in execution.

It would seem that tbe conciliatory poli- 


cy towards the politicians who have op- 
posed, from the firat, the efforts of the gov- 
ernment to suppress the rebellion, has 
about ended. It ia apparent that our gov- 
ernment cannot fight the rebels in front 
and take care of its enemiea in the rear at 
the same time. 
The attempt to keep the 


leaders of the democratic party from doing 
harm to the loyal cause, by giving them 
military 
commands, and 
sharing with 


them to & considerable extent the civil 
offices of the country, has not succeeded, 
They take what they can get in this line, 
while a large majority-of them are found 
persistently using all (heir artful powers, 
increased by the official positions they hold, 
in thwarting the military policy and plans 
of the government. This was foreseen and 
the administration warned of it in the be- 
ginning, both ia regard to northern pro- 
slavery democrats and southern border 
atate men, but the trial had to be made to 
satisfy those in power. 
The experiment 


has been a costly one and has resulted in 
failure. 


It is true that there are a considerable 


number of loyal democrats who have stood 
by the government from tbe start, bat it 
was not because they were induced to do 
so by conciliation or the rewards of office, 
but because they were inherently loyal and 
patriotic. These men are now among the 
moat radical in their sentiments in regard 
to the measures necessary to suppress the 
rebellion, and they are indignantly discard- 
ed bf the party democratic hacks who are 
intent on building up a political organiza- 
tion, rather than supporting their country 
in its days of trial. 


Traitors who are ao now will continue 


their treason to the end, aiding the rebels 
and throwing obstacles iu the way of the 
government. Such factious opposition to 
war measures ia no new thing in this coun* 
try. 
As strange as it may appear, there 


were large numbers of tories during the 
revolution who opposed the war upon pre- 
cisely the same grounds, and offered the 
same excuses that the copperheads do at 
this time. During the war of 1812 the fed- 
eral party was nearly as powerful and quite 
as malignant as the misnamed democratic 
party of this day. In many places they 
were largely in the majority, and celebrat- 
ed the victories of tbe enemy by processions, 
bonfires and the discharge of cannon. The 
perversity of human nature was aa unac- 
countable in those days as it is now. It 
was found then, aa now, useless to trea* 
them with conciliation and persuasion. 
They respected nothing but power and suc- 
cess. 


Having learned by experience the lesson 


taught by all history, that e. nation, an ad- 
ministration or an individual, can only rely 
upon friends, we trust that the President 
will speedily expel from his army and civil 
offices, all who are not truly loyal and wil- 
ling to second his efforts to save the country 
with their whole hearts; and send beyond 
our military lines every man and woman 
who is wilfully guilty of giving aid to the 
rebels in arms. In no other way than by 
war can the nation be saved, and military 
operations can never tolerate secret or 
open enemies, working to thwart its plans, 
and be successful. 


NARROW ESC-APE OP QKH. HOOKER.—On 


Sunday, while the engagement was in pro- 
gress at Ghancellorville, tbe large brick 
mansion used as headquarters by General 
Hooker was shelled and set on fire. Pre- 
vious to leaving the building, General 
Hooker was knocked down by a post sup- 
porting a porch, which a shell had torn out, 
and for a short time the command devolved 
upon General Couch. General Hooker's 
bruises were not serious. 


Edward Everett has an article in the New 


York Ledger for May 16th, on the prepara- 
tion of Ue confederate government to reo- 
pen the slave trade, in which he "give's'the 
preliminary chapters of the history of this 
nefarious plan, aa they have manifested 
themselves from time to time at the south;

A Union convention in the 7th Kentucky 
district has nominated John J. Crittendtti 
for congress.

clared himself in favor of a vigorous pros- 
ecution of the war, and having pledged 
himself by a note for sufficient men and 
money to suppress the rebellion to the last 
dollar and last man, we therefore unani- 
mously present his name to the voters of 
the 7th congressional district aa our choice- 
for a seat in the next congress. 


Mr. Crittenden accepted the nomination 


in a short speech, pledging himself to carry

of Company E. ( JANESVII.LE LIGHT GUARD) ! 
6th Wisconsin Volunteers, I feel it my duty 
to address you a few lines in regard to the 
transactions through which we have re- 
cently been called to pass ; knowing thnt 
it will be of interest to \ou, and, if worthy 
of publication, to the citi/.ens of Janesville 
and vicinity, who have friends iu said com- 
pany. 


We received orders to march, and left 


our caonp-jiefcr Belle Plain, Virginia, April 
28th, 1863. We marched to tho bank of 
the Rappahannock, where we were detailed 
with the rest of the " Light Division '' to 
convey pontoon boats by hand, about one 
mile to tho edge of the river, which we ac- 
complished abort daylight tho next morn- 
ing, and then retired to the rear, where wo 
remained in camp until tho first ot May, 
when we crossed the river and took our po^t 
aa picket guard, where it o icmui::ed until 
the night of the 2d itist,, wbea wo attacked 
the rebel pickets and drove them, lieturn- 
ed to our former position to rest. 


Wo were called up about twelve o'clock 


tho same night, and were marched to 1'ied- 
ericksburg, wheve wo auived about day- 
light ou the morning of tho thiid, and lest 
ed some three bourd; we weiu then moved 
to the right, opposite the strongest fortifica- 
tion to the rear of Fredericksburg, whicu 
we received orders to charge upon, and cur- 
ry the aforesaid heights. Wo icoeived the 
order, "Forward—double quick," about 11 
a. m.; we gave one simultaneous &houl and 
rushed on to victory or death. Those that 
survived reached tbe lieigbta and planted 
the Star Spangled Banner ou the most 
prominent points'of the rebel fortifications. 
The right wing of the 5th Wisconsin led 
the charge, as skirmishers, soppoited 
the rest of the " Light Dh ijiou '' Tho loft 
wing of the 5th Wisconsin being the lear 
support, with company K on the right bear 
ing the regimental colors, earned by 
Sergeant C. 0. Harrington, of Go. K, and 
were the second colors inside of the furti 
ficulion, the 6th Maine being the h'rat.

Colonel, T. S. AMEX, who kd the skirmish- 
ers, was the fourth rn.ui inside the fait.— 
Before reaching the rifle piU in front of the

heights the following casualties happened 
from the bullets of tho retreating rebels 
Private John D. Valentine, while chasing 
the rebels, received n •••aortal wound in the 
groin, and aa he has not been seen in any 
of the hospitals, is supposed to bo dead 
Corp'l W. W. Higgins, slightly wounded ii 
the leg : myself, while rcloinung the com 
pany on the heights, was slightly woundec 
in front, in the- left thigh ; the ball firs 
passing through a canteen lilled with wulrr 
breaking the force of the bullot. I went to 
the rear, had the wound dressed, and am 
now with the company again. Serg't J 
W. Hoggins was stiuck iu tho foot by a 
piece of shell from our own battery, before 
•the charge was made, slight wound. 


The following is the abrcviated account 


of tho transectiona of Uie (X after I left it 
iu charge of 2d Lieut. Mill:1,, on the 
heights. After a rest of half an hour, we 
were ordered to advance, driving tl e reb 
ela, and obtaining the 2d lino of fortilica 
tiorts. We halted four mileb from 
icksburg to rest for tho night. When we 
arose in the morning we found that the 
rebels had passed tg our rear, in force, anc 
gained possession o{ the heights which we 
had gained so dearly the day before; we 
had no other altern-iuve but to find our 
way to the river at Bank's ford, tea mile 
above Fredericksburg, for which point we 
started. We wore surrounded by the rwbe's 
near the Ford but cut our way through anc 
crossed the rivor about daylight the morn 
ing of the fiiftb, and went into camp 
where we now remain. 


It will bo understood, that we were con 


nected with wholo of tho Gth Corps in this 
movement. 
Tho itbels iu gaining our 


rear captured five pack mules, and all th 
blankets, tents, overcoats, rations ie., o 
the oflicers of our Ilegt. with tho Colonel'i 
and Major's boraes, and William Folsom o 
Company E., who waa hostler for the Ma 
jor. 
Majgr,JVheeloc, fonaerly Captain o 


Co. E., was slightly wounded during th< 
charge, and is now at the hospital. 
Sergt 


Huggins, Corps. Wigging and Ames, pri 
vates, Coonen and Peder&on, aro doing 
well at the hospital, and receiving gooc 
care. 


Our regiment suffered severely, having 


lost about one hundred and sixty kiliec 
wounded and missing, four officers killed 
and six.wounded. 
Co. K., behaved with 


the^tmoat bravery, every man who wa 
not wounded was present at tho chargo— 
went up to the heights without flinching 
(with the exception of four, who I am sor 
ry to say laid down before reaching th 
riflo pits'), which I consider romfukable 
having started to the charge with fifty men 
And after losing the heights, I am tolc 
by Lieut.' Mills, that every man came up to 
the work, without flinching or straggling 


The forgoing ia the condensed acconn 


of our transaction. 
I have not time to 


give a more detailed account, and our 
facilities for writing are not the best,*aa we 
have to UB« the ground for a chair, and a 
cracker box fora desk, and with tho de 
lightful anticipation of a good night's real 
in the rain,, without tents 01 blankets, bul 
as a substitute therefor, an old tent fly 
opened at both ends, and for blankets, a 
bunch of pine boughs.

It is apparent that our gov- 
ernment cannot fight the rebels in front 
and take care of its enemies in tbe rear at 
the same time. 
The attempt to keep the 


leaders of the democratic party from doing 
haroi to the loyal cause, by giving them 
military 
commands, and 
sharing with 


them to & considerable extent the civil 
offices of the country, has not succeeded. 
They take what they can get iu this line, 
while a large majority of them are found 
persistently using all their artful powers, 
increased by the official positions they hold, 
in thwarting the military policy and plans 
of the government. 
This waa foreseen and 


the administration warned of it in the be- 
ginning, both in regard to northern pro- 
slavery democrats and southern border 
state men, but tbe trial had to be made to 
satisfy those in power. 
The experiment 


has been a costly one and has resulted in 
failure. 


It is true that there are a considerable 


number of loyal democrats who have atood 
by the government from the start, but it 
was not because they were induced to do 
so by conciliation or the rewards of office, 
but because thsy were inherently loyal and 
patriotic. These men are now among the 
most radical in their sentiments in regard 
to the measures necessary to suppress the 
rebellion, and they are indignantly discard- 
ed bf the party democratic hacks who are 
intent on building up a political organiza- 
tion, rather than supporting their country 
in its days of trial. 


Traitors who are so now will continue 


their treason to the end, aiding the rebels 
and throwing obstacles in the way of the 
government. 
Such factious opposition to 


war measures is no new thing in this conn" 
try. 
As strange aa it may appear, there 


were large numbers of tories during the 
revolution who opposed the war upon pre- 
cisely the same grounds, and offered the 
same excuses that the copperheads do at 
this time. During the war of 1812 the fed- 
eral party waa nearly as powerful and quite 
as malignant as the misnamed democratic 
party of this day. 
In many places they 


were largely in the majority, and celebrat- 
ed the victories of the enemy by processions, 
bonfires and the discharge of cannon. 
The 


perversity of human nature was as unac- 
countable in those days as it is now. It 
was foand then, as now, useless to trea' 
them with conciliation and persuasion. 
They respected nothing but power and suc- 
cess. 


Having learned by experience the lesson 


taught by all history, that r, nation, an ad- 
ministration or an individual, can only rely 
upon friends, we trust that the President 
•will speedily expel from his army and civil 
offices, all who are not truly loyal and wil- 
ling to second his efforts to save the couatry 
with their whole hearts ; and send beyond 
onr military lines every man and woman 
who is wilfully guilty of giving aid to the 
rebels in arms. In no other way than by 
war can the nation be saved, and military 
operations can never tolerate aecret or 
open enemies, workinp to thwart its plans, 
and be successful.

5th Wisconsin Volunteers, I feel it my duty 
to address you a few lines in regard to the 
transactions through which we have re- 
cently been called to paas ; knowing that 
it will be of interest to you, and, if worthy 
of publication, to the citizens of Janesville 
and vicinity, who have friends in said com- 
pany. 


We received orders to march, and left 


our camp.near Belie Plain, Virginia, April 
28th, 1863. 
We marched to the bank of 


the Rappahannock, where we were detailed 
with the rest of the "Light Division '' to 
convey pontoon boats by hand, about one 
mile to the edge of the river, which we ac- 
complished about aaylight the next morn- 
ing, and then retired to the rear, where we 
remained in camp until the Grat of Mav, 
when we crossed the river and took our post 
aa picket guard, where we remained until 
the night of the 2d inst., when wo attacked 
the rebel pickets and drove them. 
Return- 


ed to our former position to rest. 


We were called up about twelve o'clock 


the same night, and'were marched to bred- 
ericksburg, where wo arrived about day- 
light on the morning of the third, and rest 
ed some'three hours ; we were then moved 
to the right, opposite the strongest, fortifica- 
tion to the rear of Fredericksburg, whicu 
we received orders to charge upon, und cur- 
ry the aforesaid heights. 
We received the 


order, " Forward—double quick," about 11 
a. m.; we gave one simultaneous shout and 
rushed on to victory or dealh.

survived reached the heights and planted 
the Star Spangled Banner on the most 
prominent'points of the rebel fortifications. 
The right wing of the 5th Wisconsin led 
the charge, as skirmishers, supported by 
the rest of the " Light Division," Tho left 
wing of the 5th Wisconsin being the rear 
support, with company K on the right bear- 
ing the regimental colors, curried by t,<obr 
Sergeant C. O. Harrington, of Co. E, and 
were the second colors inside of the forti- 
fication, the 6th JIaine being the first.

Colonel, T. S. ALLEN, who led the skirmish- 
ers, was the fourth man inside the f-jrt.— 
Before reaching the ridepiu in front (if the 
heights," the following casualties happoued 
to the following members of company E : 
Private Royal W. Pitts was struck in the 
head by a bullet and instantly killed ; Pri- 
vate Richard D. Coonen, struck in the right 
shoulder, badly wounded ; Private George 
Pederson, struck in the left arm, slightly 
wounded ; Corp'l H, 3. Ainca, wounded in 
the left leg, bullet passing through and 
making a flesh wound. 
Aft.r reaching the 


heights the following casualties happened 
from the bullets of the retreating rebels: 
Private John D. Valentine, while chasing 
the rebels, received a .Tiortal wound in the 
groin, and as he has not been seen in any 
of the hospitals, is supposed to be dead ; 
Corp'l W. W. Biggins, slightly wounded iu 
the leg : myself, while reforming the com- 
pany on the heights, was slightly wounded 
in front, in the left thigh ; the bill first 
passing through a canteen filled with wnter, 
breaking the force of the bullet, I went to

The following is the abreviated account 


of the transactions of the Co. after I left it, 
in charge 
of 2d Lieut. Mills, on the 


heights. 
After a rest of half an hour, we 


were ordered to advance, driving the reb- 
els, and obtaining the 2d line of fortifica- 
tions. 
We halted four miles from Freder- 


icksburg to rest for the night. When we 
arose in the morning we found that the 
rebels had passed to, our rear, in force, and 
gained possession of the heights which we 
had gained so dearly the day before; we 
had no other altermiiive but to Cud our 
way to the river at Bunk's ford, ten miles 
above Fredericksburg, for which point we 
started. We were surrounded by the rebels 
near the Ford but cut our way through and 
crossed the rivor about daylight the morn- 
ing of the Cifth, and went into camp, 
where we now remain. 


It will be understood, that WH were con- 


nected with wholo of the Glh Corps in this 
movement. 
The rebsls in gaining our 


rear captured five pack mules, and all the 
blankets, tents, overcoats, rations &c., of 
the officers of our Ilegt. with the Colencl'a 
and Major's horaes, and William Folium of 
Company E., who was hostler for the Ma- 
jor. 
Mftjpr,Whee!er,.formerly Captain of 


Co. E., was slightly wounded during the 
charge, and is now at tie hospital. Sergt. 
Hoggins, Corps. Wiggins and Ames, pri- 
vates, Coonen and Pederson, are 
doing 


well at the hospital, aurl receiving good 
care. 


Our regiment suffered severely, having 


lost about one hundred and sixty killed 
wounded and missing, four officers killed, 
and six.wounded. 
Co. E., behaved with 


theiutmoat bravery, every man who was 
not wounded was present at the charge— 
went up to the heights without flinching, 
(with the exception of four, who I am sor- 
ry to say laid down before reuc-hintr the 
ri9e pits), which I consider remarkable, 
having started to the charge with fifty men. 
And after losing the heights, I am told 
by Lieut." Mills, that every man came up to 
the work, without flinching or straggling.
